WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP)

SOME OF 113 MEN 
TRAPPED IN MINE 
ARE FOUND ALIVE 


‘At Least 80’ Survivors 


Reported at Nova 
Scotia Pit—Trapped 
Since Thursday. 


SPRINGHILL, N.S., Nov. 3 
(UP)—The rescue of some of 


the 113 men trapped in a coal 
mine here since Thursday was 
announced today. Company of- 
ficials at first said al] 113 were 
alive, but the possibility devel- 
oped later that many of the men 
in the lower levels might not 
have survived 


Ten survivors. two of them on 


stretchers, had addrived at the 
surface by 12:30 p.m 


The first survicors passed the 
word that “all are alive’ and 


the report was recieved almost 


hysterically by waiting relatives 


Rescue workers later said “‘at 
least 80" of the men were alive 
at the 5400-foot level but there 
was no information about an- 
other group 700 feet deeper 


Harold Gordon, chief of 
rescue operations, said at 12:45 
p.m. that “‘at least 59 of the 113 
men trapped in the No. 4 col- 


lierv have been rescued.” 


The possibility that all were 
alive was not ruled out, but the 
scene at the pithead was one 
of confusion and conflicting 


reports 


Many of the men appeared 
badly injured but a spokesman 
said many were unhurt “be- 
cause they had sense enough to 


lie down and escape the gas.” 


The first miner to be brought 
to the surface, Charles Burton, 
said all 60 men ‘in his group 
were well. “We never gave up 


hope Burton said 


The miners had been trapped 
more than a mile below ground 
since an explosion destroyed 
the upper workings at 5 p.m 
Thursday. Thirteen were killed 


or died later 


Rescue experts said that 
when they were lowered today 
by a newly constructed hoist to 
the 5400-foot level they met 
three of the miners walking to- 


ward them along the slope. 


The three told the rescuers 


that all the men were alive 


Company officials called for 
volunteers to act as stretcher 
bearers to go into the shaft and 


get the injured 


Rescue efforts yesterday were 
complicated by a raging fire at 
the 3400-foot level which forced 
suspension of all activities for 


several hours. 


The 13 dead included five 
men killed by the pithead blast, 
one who died of injuries, two 
volunteer rescue workers and 
five companions of the 113 
miners who were rescued today.

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No Corner on Virtue 


A note-which has been sounded repeatedly 
in the presidential campaign is that the Eisen- 
hower Administration has been free of scandal 
in contrast with the preceding Democratic Ad- 
ministration and its mink coats and. deep freezes 
as symbols of influence peddling. 

Our readers know that the Post-Dispatch did 
not in any wise condone corruption in the Tru- 
man Administration. They know that this news- 
paper uncovered scandalous conditions in the 
Internal Revenue Service and the Department 
of Justice, to mention two of the areas of the 
Federal Government that were besmirched by 
faithless officials 

Our readers also know that we condemned 
the vote frauds in the Truman years and that 
we criticized the failure of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, then Tom C. Clark, to be resolute in track- 
ing down the lawbreakers who stole the crooked 
ballot evidence from a vault in Kensas City. 

Since the Eisenhower Administration entered 
office in January 1953, the Post-Dispatch has 
been equally concerned with instances of cor- 
ruption and influence peddling that havé blotted 
the Republican record, As these instances are 
spread over a period of tour years, we herewith 
summarize a few of the worst examples as a 
reminder that neither party is free of wrong 
and that neither has a corner on virtue. 


C. Wesley Roberts and His $10,000 Fee—For 
chairman of the Republican National Commit- 
tee, President Eisenhower chose C. Wesley Rob- 
erts of Kansas. Mr. Roberts was selected “for 
ability rather than prestige” and because he rep- 
resented the “new type” favored by Mr. Eisen- 
hower. Yet in less than four weeks he was the 
center of a scandal over a $10,000 fee from a 
Kansas insurance company on the sale of a 
hospital to: the state.

The Nicaro Deal—-The Administration awarded 
a $43,000,000 contract for expansion of the’ Ni- 
caro nickel plant in Cuba with party politics in 
mind. A former officer of the contracting com- 
pany testified that he had to assure Republican 
National Chairman Leonard W. Hat? .that his 
firm had. never made a large contribution to the 
Democratic party; top officials of the company 
increased their contributions to the Repub.ican 
party 10-fold. The witness also told House inves- 
tigators that Edmund F. Mansure, then General 
Services Administrator, sent him for insurance 
coverage to a Chicago Republican friend. Mr. 
Mansure resigned as GSA chief. In denying the 
allegations he admitted he considered the insur- 
ance business as “part of the patronage system,” 
then said that was a mistake. Finally he con- 
ceded that G.O.P. Chairman Hall's interest de- 
layed the whole contract. Mr. Hall refused to 
testify until after the election. The Justice 
Department has been sitting on microfilm rec- 
ords of the case for a year. 


Dixon-Yates Power Deal—By an _ unprece- 
dented order of President Eisenhower, the 
Atomic Energy Commission was directed, against 
its will, to contract with a favored private syn- 
dicate to supply high-cost electric power to TVA, 
against its will. Under the contract the GOverne- 
ment would have paid the syndicate twice the 
cost of the plant and the syndicate, with little 
of its own money invested, would eventually 
have owned the plant. When the City of Mem- 
phis decided to build its own plant rather than 
admit high-cost private power into its low-cost 
public system, President Eisenhower canceled 
the contract. The Dixon-Yates syndicate then 
sued for $3,500,000,.and the Government is now 
opposing the damage suit on grounds that the 
contract was illegal from the beginning and 
contrary to public interest 

Al Sarena Timber Grab—The Department of 
the Interior under Douglas McKay as Secre- 
tary rejected the findings of its own experts 
that a timber grab was being attempted, and 
granted a mining patent on 475 acres in the 
Rogue River National Forest of Oregon to Al 
Sarena Mines, Inc., of Mobile, Ala. The mining 
patent carried with it rights to the surface tim- 
ber. Al Sarena paid the Government $2375 for 
the patent and subsequently cut an estimated 
$110,000 worth of timber from the claim with- 
out doing a lick of mining

To the Illinois CIO. this enactment of a 
prohibition against a graduated income tax

But in fact 
the Legislature is already prohibited from adopt- 
ing a state income tax under the Constitution 
as it stands. So perhaps the more pertinent 
question is whether in other respects the amend- 
ment would improve the basic law or not. 

Robert S. Cushman, Mayor of Highland Park. 
a tax lawyer, is representative of the many 
citizens who are working for the passage of the 
amendment. -He argues that if the amendment 
is passed the Legislature can omit food and 
other necessities from the present sales tax 
which according to judicial interpretation, now 
must be “general” and cannot be “selective.” 

The one best feature of the blue ballot amend. 
ment is that it would enable the Legislature to 
do far more about tax matters than it can now 
do constitutionally. 

If the blue ballot amendment does not pass, 
its opponents will be obligated to draft an 
amendment through which that start can be 
made with the minimum of time loss. Mean- 
time the signboard character of the opposition, 
with a big “NO.” does opponents no credit.

How a Recession Was Checked 


This myth persists in the face of 
history and logic. It persists even 
though the monolithic commitment of 


business to one party is obviously bad 
for business, bad for the Republican 
party, and bad for the republic. 

Let me put it another way: if the 
Democratic party has indeed been hos- 
tile te American business, then it has 
aided, abetted, buttressed and invigorat- 
ed its enemy as no antagonist has ever 
done in the history of human strife. 

Business leaders today speak glow- 
ngely of the “built-in stabilizers” in the 
American econom) They echo Presi 
dent Eisenhower, and his Council of 
Economic Advisers, in describing how 
the stabilizers were invoked to check 
and reverse the developing recession of 
1953-54 

Would it be too unkind to them to 
recall how the stabilizers were built in? 
And will they listen? 

The best descriptive phrase for the 
complex of laws which brought these 
tools into being is the “New Deal.” 


Economy's Balance-Wheel 


A profound economic innovation of 
the New Deal is the doctrine that the 
Federal Government can and should 
serve as a business balance-wheel 


This new doctrine was expressed in 
the momentous thirties through a 
series of statutes, including the Bank- 
ing Acts of 1933 and 1935; the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act; the various So- 
cial Security Acts: the Securities Act of 
1933 and the Securities Exchange Act 
of 1934; the Fair Labor Standards Act 
and the National Labor Relations Act 
of 1935; the United States Housing 
Act and the acts creating the Rural 
Electrification Administration and the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 


Leafing through the record of those 
years, 1 find, 1 regret to report, no 
single instance where any of the usual 
spokesmen of the Republicans, any 
leading business man, any business as- 
sociation, or any business or financial 
publication proposed or promoted any 
of this legislation.
